working on the investigation of the case and the 
surveillance of the various subjects • 

The article states there was one attempt to re*

1947, consideration was given to presenting the case 
to a grand Jury but no dectsion was reached. On 
February 21, 1947, Donegan advised that pursuant to 
the Attorney General r s instructions, he and Quinn 
were to go over all the facts in the case and make 

a recommendation. On May 23, 1947, Donegan advised 
that the Attorney General had instructed that he 
and Quinn immediately arrange for a grand Jury to 
hear testimony in connection with the case. They 
briefly outlined the case to a grand Jury sitting 
in the Southern District of New Fork, and the grand 
Jury was concerned over the length of time the case 
would take so a special grand Jury was impaneled 
The special grand Jury convened in the SoutJiern y 
District of New Tor k on June 17, 1947. Thereafter 
it heard testimony on the case until July 31, 1947. 

It then adjourned and reconvened on September & 2947.

This is an oversimplification of the facts * Essentially 
we did not have much evidence to back up Bentley *s 
charges* We had certain facts which would corroborate 
her testimony but this did not amount to proof of 
espionage on the part of persons involved • Neither 
did we have evidence from wiretapping on the subjects 
which would have proved Bent ley *s charges although 
wiretapping information would also have tended to 
corroborate her story * Actually Quinn and Donegan. 
were of the opinion that the case was not strong 
enough to support a conviction and, therefore , they 
did not want an indictment returned * • 

The Bentley charges were processed very thoroughly . t ’ 
and the grand jury investigation was under the 
supervision of the two most experienced mem in the 
field of Soviet espionage.

IH August, 1942, Oolos informed Bentley~he~had 
several neettngs with a representative of a Soviet group 
tn Washington but due to his heart, could not make the trips 
We requested Bentley to proceed to Washington and contact 
Mrsm Helen Silvermaster , a member of that group * She made 
the trip and contacted Mrs * Stlvermaster and then began

Bentley s allegations do noi indicate her degree of involvement 
in the espionage apparatus is as great as some of the other 
subjects involved , For this reason plus the fact that she has 
not refused to testify on the grounds that she might incriminate 
herself before any proceedings to date would indicate that she 
is not a good candidate to offer immunity to. Since immunity 
cannot be offered to a person until he has refused to testify 
on the grounds of self incrimination , we do not consider Sonie

Our analysis of the Siivermaster case did not take 
consideration the possibility of granting immunity to 
* irl Browder, Alexander Eoral, and Lee Pressman since they are 
not considered principal subjects in the Siivermaster or Perlo 
groups.

in Washington , D. C. After the death of Goloe , Browder arranged 
for the meeting between Bentley and the members of the Perlo 
group in John Abt's apartment . There is no doubt that Browder 
has a wealth of information . Browder in the past had indicated 
that he would be willing to cooperate with the Government . Re has 
never done so. He has always taken the position that he knew 
nothing about espionage and he was a political leader of a 
political party . Bentley's information and other inf ormati on would 
definitely refute this • Our stand on Browder's cooperation has 
always been a firm one . He is a scheming , tricky and intelligent 
individual . He is an extremmm^ egotist, and would probably 
be willing to take advantage of any promise of immunity to give 
as little information as possible . It is our feeling that the 
only way for Browder to get immunity would be for him to sit 
down and tell the FBI everything . It is questionable that an 
offer of immunity should be extended to him . 

As to Zee Pressman . we did not consider him in our 
analysts since he is not a principal subject in the case and 
figures only on the fringe . Our estimate of him is that he ts 
a no-good individual, extremely trickey and his previous cooperation 
was half-hearted . If possible extending immunity to him should 
be avoided . 

Alexander Koral is considered a poor prospect in this 
matter since from our knowledge of him, his implication in the 
Silvermaster case is rather vague and there are other individuals 
who we know have a comprehensive knowledge of this case who would 
make better candidates for an immunity offer • In view of this, 
our analysis does not comment on Koral and we do not consider him 
a likely prospect for an immunity offer • 





Concerning the Department's request that consideration 
be given to approaching Joseph Kata to determine if he would 
be willing to return to the United States if immunity would be 
granted; the following should be noted: 



Kata %s presently in Israel and has now become an 
Israeli citiaen . We have previously conducted extensive inquiries 
seeking to get Kata to come within the jurisdiction of the Bureau 
so that he could be apprehended and prosecuted. As things now 
stand, the chances of having Kata voluntarily come to the 
United States are practically nil. There should be no objection 
toymaking inquiries to see if an approachmmmt could be made to 
Hark as was suggested by the Department. The probability that 
he will accept such an offmer appears to be remote . ■ ■ 
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(4) It will be noted that Mr. Hall indicated that 
the Department was preparing a statement for release at the 
time the Immunity Bill is signed by the President. Belmont 
advised Mr. Hall this afternoon that while a statement by the 
Department is a matter for the Department to decide , it would 
be well to consider whether a statement prior to action under 
the statute might hot drive the subjects under consideration 
into hiding and make them unavailable for subpoena.
